peared. 
She seized Hughes by the 
arm and then screamed 
for 
help. 
Hughes eluded her. 
A bullet halted 
Cullen, who was close behind the girl. 
He staggered back into the cabaret 
and fell unconscious. 
Hughes and Rassi became separat­ 
ed from their companions. 
Breaking

Johnson, Brennan was knocked out j 
in the tw elfth round by Luis Firpo, a 
defeat th a t threatened for a time to I 
end disastrously for the veteran, who j 
spent several days in a hospital be- ( 
cause of the terrific pounding he re- j 
ceived from the South American. 
That bout really marked the end of [ 
Brennan’s career, although he made 
one more appearance in the arena— 
he was knocked out by Billy Miske in 
four rounds at Omaha in November. 
Starting his professional career in 
1014, Brennan engaged in 121 ring 
battles, record books show.
